This is accounted for in 
wail) ways, among them by the fact 
th at for years after it began its work 
there was an unreasoning prejudice 
ag ain st w hat was then called, by men 
who knew little of the real work be­ 
ing done, the “biled sh irt farm ers.” 
T heir conception 
of the 
men 
who 
were carrying on th e work of teach ­ 
ing scientific agriculture was quite at 
valiance with the facts. 
T h an k s to 
the continued efforts of th e new sp a­ 
pers, the National governm ent, and 
a few progressive farm ers, this prej­ 
udice has gradually died aw ay until 
now there is comparatively little of it. 
W hen the F a rm ers’ Congress began 
to m eet at the college, along with 
quite a num ber of other agricultural 
organizations, the good work being 
done began to spread, and as the 
num ber attending the various m eet­ 
ings there increased and the work of 
its agents and teachers became better 
known, m ore sought to avail th em ­ 
selves of the offer of the college to 
assist and advise them in solving tho 
problem s coming up at various times 
on every farm. 
Still there are un­ 
num bered thousands who are not ta k ­ 
ing advantage of the free help extend­ 
ed them. 
In a recent bulletin from the exten­ 
sion dep artm en t of the Texas A gri­ 
cultural and M echanical College, Di­ 
rector Ousley strongly and earnestly 
asks the farm ers to write to the col­ 
lege for any help they may need in 
th eir work.
